Which really causes us the most an- 
guish— injustice to ourselves or our 
own sin? Is it not generally true that 
our feelings are raised to a higher pitch 
of intensity by thinking of a particular 
wrong someone has done to us than by 
the remembrance of a sin we have com- 
mitted and which may be known only to 
God and ourselves? It is human nature 
to resent injury, to want to clear up mis-

understanding, to want to set ourselves 
right in the eyes of men, and sometimes 
to “get even” with those who have 
wronged us. At the same time, we may 
think lightly of the holiness of God and 
the awfulness of our own sin. Every 
one of us has had some painful experi- 
ence of being misunderstood, and we 
may have occasionally suffered real 
wrong. But what are these compared 
with the long roll of our own sins against 
God? How strange it is that we are 
often more concerned over the judg- 
ments of men, whose insight is imperfect, 
than over God’s, who knows all about us 
Only when 
we get God’s point of view do we under- 
stand and wholeheartedly believe that it 
is worse to do wrong than to suffer 
wrong. If we face injustice, let us re- 
member that God knows where the truth 
lies, that in God’s sight the consequences 
are worse for the person who has done 
the wrong than for us, and remember 
that the wrong need not break our com- 


munion with God, but may rather 
strengthen it as we fly to Him for refuge. 
Our greatest concern should be to allow 
nothing to come between God and us, to 
cherish no known sin, to hold back noth- 
ing from God that He is asking us to 
yield to Him. Righteous anger is a rare 
quality among Christians, and too many 
say too easily, without any sense of guilt, 
“That burned me up!” Having) the 
wicked before him, David wrote, “While 
I was musing the fire burned” (Psa. 39: 
3). But before the Psalm ended he had 
turned his eyes away from the wicked 
and was anxious only to be right with 
God Himself. “This is thankworthy, if 
a man for conscience toward God en- 
dure grief, suffering wrongfully 
Christ also suffered for us, leaving us 
an example, that ye should follow his 
steps: . who, when he was reviled, 
reviled not again; when he suffered, he 
threatened not; but committed himself 
to him that judgeth righteously” (1 
Pet. 2: 19-23).

healthy response of every sinner to 

new birth. The normal, healthy, 
and Scriptural way to encourage this 
growth is to give oneself to the Word 
of God and prayer, and to welcome 
every opportunity which is in His will 
for service and fellowship with God’s 
people. ;

speaking not of salvation, of course, but 
of our daily, Christian experience — 
“For to be carnally minded is death; but 
to be spiritually minded is life and 
peace” (Rom. 8:6). 

There is another essential to Chris- 
tian growth which we may, either de- 
liberately or otherwise, be prone to over- 
look. 

In a parable familiar to us all, the 
Lord Jesus likened the believer to a 
branch, Himself to the Vine, and His 
Father to the Husbandman. The par- 
able opens with this statement, after 
which Jesus said, “Every branch that 
beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that it may 
bring forth more fruit” (John 15:2). 

By feeding upon the soil, and absorb- 
ing the .warmth of the sun, the plant 
may be expected to develop and bring 
forth fruit. But if it is to bring forth 
the greatest possible amount of fruit, 
one other thing is needed —the skilled 
hand of the husbandman. 

The Heavenly Husbandman purges 
His branches through circumstances. The 
everyday experiences of our lives, 
whether exciting or humdrum, are His 
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pruning tools. He knows the areas of 
our being that are retarding the flow 
of His Spirit. And He knows just the 
circumstances that will correct this con- 
dition that we may bear, in ever-increas- 
ing fullness, the fruit of the Spirit: 
“Love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, goodness, faith, meekness, temper- 
ance” (Gal. 5:22, 23). 

Unlike the branch of plant life, the 
children of God, of course, have free 
will, and may either welcome or draw 
back from the pruning tools in His 
hand — that thankless duty, for instance; 
that annoying physical infirmity; that 
persistent “hand-to-mouth” existence; 
that interval of persecution and re- 
proach; that nagging saint, or unsaved 
husband or wife, who tries our patience 
“out of measure, above strength” (2 Cor. 
1:8). And yet, these are often the very 
things that the Husbandman would use 
to enable us to “grow in grace, and in 
the knowledge of our Lord ad Saviour 
Jesus Christ’. (2 Pet. 3:18). 

As many a child of God will agree, it 
is one thing to begin the day or the week 
(after our devotional time, or after 
spending the Lord’s Day in His house) 
in an attitude of real, spiritual victory. 
But it is quite another thing to end that 
same day or week in a similar frame of 
mind. 

Because most of our time must be 
spent apart from the prayer room and 
God’s house, there is much danger of 
“spiritual leakage.” We have to learn, 
therefore, to make the most of these 
hours, too; and this can only be done, 
as Amy Carmichael writes, “by expos- 
ing ourselves to the circumstances of 
His choice.” Otherwise, many priceless 
opportunities will be lost to “grow up 
into him” (Eph, 4:15). 

Paul knew the value of daily disci- 
pline. 
prayer closet; he prayed “without ceas- 
ing” (1 Thess. 5:17). Neither did his 
time in the Word end with the reading 
of his Hebrew parchments; he kept feed- 
ing throughout the day upon the living 
Word, “the bread of life” (John 6:35). 
He was at home with the Lord while 
making tents at godless Corinth with 
Priscilla and Aquilla, as he was while 
preaching the Word in the Lord’s house; 
as spiritually content when he was on 
meager rations as when Epaphroditus 
came to him with the Philippian’s 
bounty, “an odour of a sweet smell, a sac- 
rifice acceptable, wellpleasing to God” 
(Phil, 4:18). 

Every moment of Pau!s life was a 
recognized school wherein God taught 
him more and more of his own insuffi- 
ciency on the one hand, and more and 
more of the all-sufficient Christ on the 
other. That is why he could say to the 
Philippians, “Everywhere and in all 
things I am instructed” (Phil. 4:12); and 
to the Corinthians, “All things are for 
your sakes” (2 Cor. 4:15). He learned 
never to countenance defeat, but to ex-

claim, “I can do all things through Christ 
which srtengtheneth me” (Phil. 4:13). 
The abiding life became such a habit 
with him that he could truly say, “For 
to me to live is Christ” (Phil. 1:21). 

Whenever we find it difficult — yea, 
impossible, for the Spirit of God is very 
jealous for the exaltation of Christ in 
our lives—to meet the moral require- 
ments of our circumstances, is it not a 
sign that we are still living “after the 
flesh” (Rom. 8:12), still trying to pump 
virtue from the old nature, which is 
“corrupt according to the deceitful lusts”? 
(Eph. 4:22.) Is not the first man “of the 
earth, earthy”? (1 Cor. 15:47.) Why, 
then, do we not accept the verdict of 
the Word and of the Spirit, and learn to 
trust the One whose nature it is to please 
God, even as He said, “For I do always 
those. things that please him”? (John 
8:9.) 

Jesus said, “He that believeth on me, 

. out of his belly shall flow rivers of 
living water” (John 7:38). And again, 
to the woman at the well, “The water 
that I shall give him shall be in him 
a well of water springing up into ever- 
lasting life” (John 4:14). This doesn’t 
sound as though the child of God had 
to hang on “by the skin of his teeth,” 
does it? Here.is virtue in superabun- 
dance, more than enough for any and 
every trial! God only waits for us to 
be willing, as Oswald Chambers says, 
“to resign every claim and cease from 
every effort, and leave ourselves entirely 
alone in His hands”; then the fruit of 
the Spirit, rather than the works of the 
flesh (see Gal. 5:19-23), will be ours. 

At such a time, circumstances, no mat- 
ter what their nature, will become a 
delight, for they will teach us to abide 
in the One who said, “I delight to do 
thy will, O my God” (Psa. 40:8). We 
shall understand in an experimental way 
the “most gladly therefore,” and “there- 
fore I take pleasure in” attitude of Paul 
in 2 Corinthians 12:9, 10. 

Before we learn this lesson in the walk 
of faith—and we will be learning it 
until Glory — we think of our situation 
as an enemy many times. It seems that 
relief can come only through some 
change to another environment, even as 
David said, “Oh, that I had wings like 
a dove! for then would I fly away, and 
be at rest” (Psa. 55:6). The present trial, 
like an angry Jezebel, seems about to 
take our very life, and we would run 
for the wilderness and its juniper tree. 

But as with the prophet, we may be 
certain this would not bring peace of 
mind, for we would hear Him say, “What 
doest thou here, 2?” Like Jonah, 
we would have no rest until we returned 
to our Nineveh, that is, the place where 
we stepped out of the will of God. We 
would do well, when contemplating a 
change, to say with the psalmist, “My 
soul, wait thou only upon God, for my 
expectation is from him” (Psa. 62:5). 
It is usually true that’ He doesn’t want 
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to change our circumstances, but us in 
our circumstances. And we may be cer- 
tain that He will not suffer us to be 
tempted (or tested) “above that ye are 
able” (1 Cor, 10:13). 

No, beloved, it is not for mortal dust 
to draw back from His hand. He is an 
all-wise Husbandman, and knows just 
what to order for our lives that His 
branch may bring forth the most and 
the best. fruit for His glory. 

Perfect in weakness Christ shall be made. 

Glorious trial! amply repaid ! 

Infirmity’s blessing is Jesus I find. 

The power of God for spirit and mind. 

“Pressed out of measure”? Sufficient His 

grace !

Protestants in Ireland 


The following note and reply are 
from Mr. Ernest Goerdon’s correspond- 
ence, and relate to his monthly “Sur- 
vey of Religious Life and Thought”:

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The Discovery of the Oldest Manuscript of Isaiah 


A sensational find turned up by Bedouins in a 


cave near the Dead Sea 


NE day last spring, the telephone 
O rang at the American School of 

Oriental Research in Jerusalem. 
A voice at the other end asked for the 
director of the school, in order to in- 
quire about some “ancient Hebrew 
manuscripts.” Since the director of the 
school, Millar Burrows of Yale, had left 
four days before on a trip to Iraq, the 
phone call was taken by John C. Trever, 
a Fellow at the school. Dr. Trever 
found that Father Butros Sowmy of the 
Syrian Orthodox Convent in Jerusalem 
was phoning to report that while he 
had been cataloguing books in the 
library of the Convent, he had come 
upon five scrolls in ancient Hebrew, and 
he wished to have more information 
about them. 

At Dr. Trever’s invitation, Father 
Sowmy came to the American School 
the next afternoon with the five scrolls.! 
When the second scroll, the largest of 
‘them all, was unrolled, it was evident 
that the writing was Hebrew, but the 
letters were quite different from those 
to which Dr. Trever was accustomed. 
Upon checking with a photograph of the 
Nash Papyrus, he found that the script 
was similar. The Nash Papyrus is one 
of the most ancient fragments of an Old 
Testament passage which we have (Deut. 
5:6-21; 6:4ff.), and was formerly dated 
150-100 B.C. by W. F. Albright.2 Dr. 
Albright now dates the Nash Papyrus 
in the first century B.C., that is, between 
100 and 1-B.C.3 


Tue DISCOVERY OF THE MANUSCRIPTS 


Father Sowmy reported that some 
wandering Bedouins had gone into a 
cave near the north end of the Dead 
Sea, and there had found some jars 
containing these scrolls. The cave had 
partly collapsed, crushing some of the 
jars and exposing the scrolls which they 
had contained. The Bedouins took the 
-Scrolls from the debris, brought them to 
Bethlehem, and in turn were directed 
to take them to Jerusalem, where they 
were purchased and placed in the Syrian 
Orthodox Convent.4 


IDENTIFYING THE CONTENTS OF THE SCROLL 

After Dr. Trever had copied a pas- 
sage from the large scroll, Father Sowmy 
left and Dr. Trever began to examine 
his copy. He found a phrase which was 
given twice in the first line (llw’), and 
a search in his Hebrew dictionary re- 
vealed such .an occurrence in Isaiah 
65:1. He found that he had copied, in 
the archaic Hebrew script, the text of 
Isaiah 65:1, as we have it in our printed 
YHebrew Bibles, word for word. That

It was not the archaeologist’s spade 
this time but some of the wander- 
ing desert people in Palestine who 
brought to light several very ancient 
scrolls which are of great value to 
Bible scholars. But the scrolls soon 
came into competent hands at the 
American School of Oriental Re- 
search in Jerusalem, and as has con- 
sistently been the case with other 
archaeological discoveries, they cor- 
roborate the truth and accuracy of 
our Bible as we have it today. This 
is the first of four quarterly reviews 
of archaeological developments by 
Dr. Free which will be published 
in the Times this year. 








night it was almost impossible for him 
to sleep, for he wondered how long the 
entire scroll might be, how much of 
Isaiah it contained, and whether it was 
authentic. 

The next morning Dr. Trever went to 
the Syrian Convent and was allowed to 
continue his examination of the manu- 
script. As he and Father Sowmy un- 
rolled it, and came to the other end 
(which proved to be the beginning of 
the manuscript), he found that the last 
part was in fragments. Taking what 
appeared to be the beginning of the first 
column, Dr. Trever copied out what he 
saw. That afternoon a careful exami- 
nation of the material that he had copied 
proved to be Isaiah 1:1, word for word! 
During the next few days, Dr. Trever 
carefully photographed the. scroll, but 
only after using all of his persuasive 
powers on the authorities of the Syrian 
Convent to secure permission. 


DATING THE MANUSCRIPT 

An air mail letter containing some 
photographs of the manuscript had been 
sent by Dr. Trever to Dr. W. F. Albright 
at Johns Hopkins University in Balti- 
more. In the meantime Dr. Trever and 
Dr. Brownlee, another Fellow at the 
school, carefully compared the script of 
the Isaiah scroll with photographs of 
the Nash Papyrus (mentioned above), 
and tentatively concluded that it must 
go back to that period (about 100 B.C.). 
Soon an air mail letter arrived from Dr. 
Albright, written the same day that he 
received the photographs. Dr. Albright 
said that there was no doubt in his mind 
that the writing in the Isaiah manu- 
script was more archaic than in the 
Nash Papyrus, and that he would prefer 
a date of about 100 B.C. He added that 
there could not be the slightest doubt 
about the authenticity of the scroll.5 


THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE DISCOVERY 

The oldest Hebrew manuscript con- 
taining Isaiah which we have had up 
to the present time dates from about 
A.D. 900.6 This manuscript is a copy 
of older manuscripts which ultimately 
go back to the original writing of Isa- 
iah. In accordance with Jewish rever- 
ence for the Scriptures, the worn manu- 
scripts were apparently put aside, and 
newer copies were made for current 
use. Scholars have known for a long 
time that some “slips of the pen” might 
come in while copying by hand, but the 
evidence has shown that the Jewish 
scribes were very careful in their copy- 
ing, and that the Biblical writings have 
come down to us in a remarkably ac- 
curate form. This new Jerusalem scroll 
of Isaiah is of tremendous significance 
in further demonstrating the care with 
which the text of Isaiah was copied. 

Dr. Millar Burrows of Yale points out 
that in the spelling of words there are 
differences between the Jerusalem 
manuscript and our later manuscripts. 
Such differences in spelling can, of 
course, be noted in any language; com- 
pare “shop” and “shoppe,” and “favor 
with “favour.” Dr. Burrows states that 
there are some grammatical differences, 
but that such differences do not neces- 
sarily affect the wording of the text. 
According to Dr. Burrows, the most sig- 
nificant thing about the Isaiah manu- 
script is “the degree to which it agrees 
with our traditional Hebrew text.”7 He 
indicates that there is nothing which can 
be called “a major addition or omission” 
and that there is “no important disloca- 
tion or disarrangement of the text.” 8 

The very date of the newly-found 
Jerusalem scroll is of great significance 
in itself. Here we have a copy of the 
text of Isaiah a thousand years older 
than any text known up to the present. 
The only thing comparable in date is 
the Nash Papyrus (c. 150-100 B.C.), 
which contains several verses from Deu- 
teronomy 5 and 6. But in the Jerusalem 
scroll of Isaiah we have a mass of text 
including not just a few verses but 
material that occupies some sixty-six 
chapters in our Bible. The fact that it 
agrees substantially with the later He- 
brew texts which we have been using 
for years adds to the assurance which 
we have concerning the accuracy of our 
present Biblical text. 

This discovery does not affect the com- 
monly held critical view that Isaiah was 
written by at least two or three men 
(though Bible believers have other 
grounds for rejecting the multiple 
authorship of Isaiah) .® However, it does 
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show that certain extremes of the criti- 
tai view of Isaiah must be wrong. In 
this regard, G. Ernest Wright points out 
that those “who have dated chapter 65, 
for example, as late as 200 B.C. are cer- 
tainly shown to be -mistaken.”19 He 
states that if the new Isaiah manuscript 
dates from the. second century B.C., 
then we must allow considerable time 
for the material to have been collected 
into the Book of Isaiah. Such a period 
of collection would mean that, even ac- 
cording to the critical view, the com- 
position of Isaiah would have to ante- 
date the second century B.C. Thus the 
Jerusalem scroll shows the error in the 
extreme critical view which holds to 
the late date of parts of Isaiah. 

In addition to the Isaiah scroll, the 
collection reported by Father Sowmy in- 
cluded four other scrolls. Dr. Burrows 
has pointed out!! that one is a com- 
mentary on Habakkuk, and another is 
a document which he describes as a 
“manual of discipline” from some Jew- 
ish sect. Other texts belonging to this 
collection have been acquired by the 
Hebrew University at Jerusalem. Future 
publication of these manuscripts as well 
as future studies of the Isaiah scroll will 
be eagerly awaited by all Bible students, 
and will be reported in this department 
of THe Sunpay ScHooL TIMES,

The Story of “The Reason Why” 


What led to the writing of a personal testimony that 
has now been translated into thirty-four languages

Doubtless a great many readers of The Sunday School Times have dis- 


tributed copies of the widely used tract called “The Reason Why.”

N 1902 when Australia was being 

deeply moved through the Torrey- 
Alexander mission, Robert Harkness, an 
unconverted but brilliant young mu- 
sician, was led to Christ through Mr. 
Alexander, and immediately joined the 
party as official pianist. 

The party arrived a few weeks later 
in Dunedin, New Zealand, in September, 
1902, and the mission started on a Tues- 
day night with great crowds, but prac- 
tically no results. On Friday night, Dr. 
Torrey, deeply conscious of the position, 
said: “We cannot run a mission in 
Dunedin on the power we had in Mel- 
bourne; we need a fresh outpouring of 
the Holy Spirit for the new task that 
lies before us.. I invite you to hold a 
half night of prayer in the Y.M.C.A. 
hall, and Mr. Harkness will coduct the 
meeting.” Robert Harkness told me after- 
wards that he had never attended, let 
alone conducted, a half night of prayer, 
and expected a few zealots would at- 
tend; but when he arrived at the hall he 
found it already full, and hundreds more 
out on the street clamoring for admis- 
sion. 

Reaching the platform with difficulty, 
he played a couple of hymns, and then 
suggested that they get to prayer, where- 
upon a man rose and said: “I cannot 
believe God does not want to bless us 
in Dunedin as He did in Melbourne; 
the trouble must be with us, not with 
God. I was once an ardent soul-winner, 
but for years I haven’t spoken to anyone 
about Christ; but by the grace of God, 
confessing my sin, I pledge myself to 
start afresh for Him tomorrow morn- 
ing.” Another rose and said: “I used 
to have a family altar in my home, but 
it is years since I read God’s Word and 
prayed with my family; tomorrow morn- 
ing the family altar will be re-erected.” 
And so the confessions went on till the 
Spirit spoke to Robert Harkness, and 
rising he said: “I have been a profes- 
sional musician, and have only recently 
come to Christ; perhaps I am the hin- 
drance, but here and now I dedicate to 
the service of:Christ whatever gift I 


have, and pledge myself to use it for 
His glory” —a pledge -he has faithfully 
kept all through his life. 

The next meeting was on Sunday aft- 
ernoon, and the power of the Holy Spirit 
came down. As a youth of seventeen | 
was deeply convicted, and was about to 
respond to Dr. Torrey's appeal, when I 
noticed one of my masters from the 
Otago Boys’ High School, and listened 
to the enemy, who said, “Don’t let him 
see you make a fool of yourself.” I left 
with a heavy heart, but returned the 
same night and came to the Saviour, 

The whole city was moved to its very 
core during the weeks that followed, and 
although the total population was only 
47,000, over 1,000 people, young and old. 
were converted. It was the greatest 
movement of the Spirit New Zealand has 
ever known. 

When twenty-one years of age I moved 
north to Auckland, and two years later 
commenced business on my own account, 
When Mr. Alexander, accompanied by 
Dr. Chapman, returned to New Zealand 
in 1913, Robert Harkness and I struck 
up a warm friendship which still per- 
sists after the lapse of these many years. 
Through Mr. Harkness, and Mr. Will 
Rock, Mr. Alexander’s secretary, it was 
arranged that Dr. Chapman and Mr. 
Alexander should hold a midday meet- 
ing for our staff, which then numbered 
about 225. We all gathered together in 
the main office, and in introducing Dr. 
Chapman and Mr. Alexander I said, “It 
has been my privilege to speak to a 
number of you pérsonally about your 
relationship to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
but as I am not able to speak to each 
of you individually, I promise to write 
out for you the reasons why I am a 
Christian, and give you each a copy.” 
To keep that pledge “The Reason Why” 
came into being in 1913, thirty-five years 
ago. Little dreaming the purpose God 
had in view, I debated, when I got two 
quotations from the printers, whether 
I should print 3,000 or 5,000 copies, but 
decided on the latter number, feeling 
they would last the rest of my lifetime.

The mission party, which included 
Ralph C. and Edith Norton, who also 
became my firm friends, left New Zea- 
land to hold a campaign in Great Britain, 
and they were in the midst of it when 
World War I broke out in 1914. This 
brought the mission work to a standstill. 
Soon Belgian wounded soldiers were 
pouring over into London, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Norton, after much prayer, felt 
definitely that God was calling them to 
remain in London and devote them- 
selves to the salvation of these men, 
and many were the trophies of grace 
they won. Mr. Norton began to use 
“The Reason Why,” copies of which I 
had forwarded to the mission party, and 
soon he had it translated into French 
and Flemish, so that the Belgian soldiers 
could read it in their own tongues. Then 
when the war was over in 1918 both 
Mr. and Mrs. Norton crossed to Belgium 
and established the Belgian Gospel Mis- 
sion, which God has so marvelously 
blessed. Soon the circulation of “The 
Reason Why” in French and Flemish 
reached over a million copies, and, as 
it-was thus launched on the Continent, 
appeals began to flow in, asking for per- 
mission to translate it into many other 
languages. Today it is in thirty-four lan- 
guages, and the total circulation has long 
since passed the ten million mark. 

During the course of world tours it 
was my privilege to visit the Belgian 
Gospel Mission headquarters in 1921 and 
1931, and again in 1939, just before the 
war started. But the visit that impressed 
me most was when, after five years’ war 
service, I arrived in Brussels in 1944, 
shortly after the German evacuation. 
Dr. Vansteenberghe gave me the warm- 
est possible welcome, and insisted that 
I use a room in their headquarters from 
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which to direct the Army Scripture 
Readers’ work among the British troops. 
At the first meeting which I addressed 
in Brussels, a Belgian came up to me 
and said, “I am the first convert won for 
Christ through ‘The Reason Why’ given 
me by the late Mr. Norton immediately 
after he landed in Brussels in 1918.” I 
was much impressed with the magnifi- 
cent work the Belgian Gospel Mission 
is doing throughout Belgium, having 
visited many of their stations, and com- 
mend it to Tres readers with all my 
heart. 

Traveling through New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia, the United States, Canada, and 
during five and one-half years’ war 
service in Britain, it has been for me a 
source of thanksgiving to God to meet 
so many who have been led to saving 
faith in Christ through reading “The 
Reason Why,” and to receive decision 
pages in many foreign languages from 
Europe and Asia. I have followed with 
great interest the results of Mr. John 
Ferguson’s distribution of two issues of 
50,000 “Reason Why” in German in re- 
cent months, and praise God for the 
large number of decisions registered for 
Christ. 

How much, often depends on how 
little! If we could only see the end 
from the beginning, we might find that 
every moment in a Christian's life is a 
psychological moment; but because we 
lack the eye of far perception, we miss 
many God-given opportunities for fruit- 
ful service. I never dreamed when mak- 
ing that promise to write “The Reason 
Why” to reach a handful of employees, 
that God had in mind that it should 
encircle the globe.

A Key to Good Attendance 


Using participation to attract and hold little children 


NE of the most important factors in 

a child’s Sunday school attendance 
is that he should have something in 
which he may participate. 

Recently I started teaching a group of 
children from six to eight years of age. 
Since it was in a rural district, there 
were only seven children present. I soon 
realized from the conversations of the 
children that they were not personally 
interested in Sunday school and were 
there because they had been forced to 
come. Therefore I knew I must break 
down this barrier before I could accom- 
plish any lasting work. 

I asked each child to bring a scrap- 
book. .Every Sunday a new Bible pic- 
ture was entered in each book, each 
child bringing his own picture. Then, 
each child was asked to tell the story, 


‘before the class, about the Bible picture 


in his book. At first the children were

backward about telling the stories; but 
now they are very eager. 

In the back of the book is a page for 
gold stars, which each child is permit- 
ted to place there himself in recognition 
of his class work. This is a very old 
method, but it is surprising how it helps 
attendance. This seemed to be our 
main problem, for we cannot teach them 
if they do not come to Sunday school. 

We have a class now of twenty-two, 
and it is still growing. Our recognition 
of the fact that children, regardless of 
age, must be given an opportunity to 
participate in whatever will hold their 
interest, has been greatly responsible 
for our success. The growing child 


needs careful training to produce the 
right kind of self-confidence. 

Because of. limited class time, the par- 
ents have helped the children to con- 
dense their stories so they may be told 
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as quickly as possible, thus leaving 
enough time for the teaching of the les- 
son from the Bible story.

Journeying With the 
1949 Christian Fellowship Tour 


LACIER NATIONAL PARK has 
rightly been called one of the crown 
jewels of America. Here in this land 
of shining mountains, mantled with great 
evergreen forests and dotted with 
meadows of alpine flowers and glacial 
lakes of peacock blue and emerald green, 
the 1949 Sunday School Times Christian 
Fellowship party will spend two glori- 
ous days. They will enter the park at 
Belton, Mont., leaving their Pullman 
coaches at this point to travel by motor 
coach, first to Lake McDonald Hotel, 
where excellent accommodations will 
make the party comfortable for the night, 
On the next morning the motor coach 
journey -will be resumed. For sixty- 
three miles the way will lie along the 
famous Going-to-the-Sun Highway amid 
towering peaks of the American Rockies, 
through Logan Pass, and along beautiful 
St. Mary Lake.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D, 


Approach to the Lesson 
E NOW come to the last months 
W of our Lord’s ministry on earth, 
and we think of Him and His 
chosen band of Twelve as having crossed 
the Jordan and journeying slowly down 
through Perea toward Jerusalem, where 
He was to die as the sacrifice for our 
sins. On this journey He unfolded many 
precious truths to His disciples and set 
forth very clearly the principles of His 
Kingdom, which He foresaw was to be 
rejected at that time, but established in 
power at His second advent. His atti- 
tude toward and instruction regarding 
little children is exceedingly precious, 
and has, to a very large extent, changed 
the thinking of the whole civilized world. 
For today, contrary to the cold, hard 
ideas prevalent among the nations of 
the Roman Empire, as to the parents’ 
right to dispose of their little ones as 
they would, in the hearts of even un- 
regenerate men and women, children 
have a special place of tender consider- 
ation. This is one of the by-products of 
Christianity, although often unrecog- 
nized as such by those who reject Christ 
as Saviour and Lord. 

His teaching, too, in regard to the value 
of lowly service, rather than ambition 
for authority, has been throughout the 
centuries a rebuke to self-assertiveness 
and an encouragement to humility, and 
seeking the welfare of others rather than 
of pushing one’s own claims to superior 
authority. Everywhere He went, as He 
journeyed on toward the cross, He mani- 
fested the compassionate grace of God 
toward the afflicted and suffering, heal- 
ing the sick and giving sight to the 
blind. To the very last He was engaged 
in preaching the Gospel of the Kingdom 
and preparing men for entrance into it.

The Historical Setting 

Having borne faithful witness in Gali- 
lee, the Lord crossed to the eastern side 
of the Sea and of the Jordan and began 
His last journey to Jerusalem, knowing 
well that there He was to be crucified. 
During the winter and for most of the 
month of March, A.D. 30, He and His 
disciples wended their way slowly south- 
ward, stopping in various places from 
time to time, where He taught and 
healed those who came to Him. The 
disciples did not understand what He 
tried to make clear to them, that He 
was soon going to suffer and to die for 
the sins of the world. 


Verse by Verse 

Mark 10:13.—“They brought young 
children to him.” Parents instinctively 
felt that the Lord Jesus Christ would 
be interested in their little ones, as we 
may be sure He is today; but the dis- 
ciples imagined it would annoy rather 
than please Him, and so ordered the 
parents and children away. 

Verse 14.—“Suffer the little children to 
come unto me... of such is the king- 
dom of God.” Instead of being annoyed 
by the children, Jesus was displeased 
with the attitude of the disciples, and 
insisted that the little ones be brought 
to Him, declaring that the Kingdom of 
Heaven was composed of those who were 
like unto these little ones, trustful and 
confiding in His love. 

Verse 15.—“Whosoever shall not re- 
ceive the kingdom of God as a little 
child, he shall not enter therein.” To 
receive the Kingdom of God is the same 
as recognizing and submitting to the 
authority of the Lord Jesus Christ. Un- 
less with all the simplicity of little chil- 
dren this is done, no one can enter that 
Kingdom of “righteousness, and peace, 
and joy in the Holy Ghost” (Rom. 14:17),

arms . . , and blessed them.” Though 
now unseen by mortal eyes, we may be 
assured He does the same today when 
we bring our children to Him in faith, 

Verse 35. — “We would that thou 
shouldest do for us whatsoever we shall 
desire.” Selfishness was back of this re- 
quest. It is true that God has declared 
that if we delight ourselves in Him, He 
will give us the desires of our hearts 
(Psa, 37:4), and we are urged to make 
all our desires known to Him in prayer, 
assured that He will answer the prayer 
of faith; yet we are not to seek to use 
prayer to further our own selfish inter- 
ests. James and John were moved by 
worldly ambition when they made their 
request. God has never promised to 
answer such prayers. 

Verse 36—‘What would ye that I 
should do for you?” The Lord waited 
for them to tell just what was in their 
hearts, though we may be sure He knew 
well what they were about to ask. 

Verse 37.—“Grant . . . that we may sit, 
one on thy right hand, and the other on 
thy left hand, in thy glory.” Not appre- 
hending the true nature of His Kingdom, 
they were ambitious to occupy the two 
most important positions, next to Christ 
Himself, when His authority should be 
established over all the earth. 

Verse 38.—“Ye know not what ye ask.” 
Advancement in the Kingdom of God 
is based on suffering for Christ’s sake. 
This they little realized. So He tenderly 
asked them, “Can ye drink of the cup 
that I drink of? and be baptized with 
the baptism that I am baptized with?” 
He had in view the cup of suffering and 
rejection that was to be His, and the 
awful baptism in the cold, dark waters 
of death that He was soon to undergo 
upon the cross, 

Verse 39.—“They said unto him, We 
can.” Little did they realize all that 
‘was involved in such a declaration. But

He told them that they should, indeed, 
in days to come, drink of His cup of 
sorrow and be baptized with His baptism 
of suffering and even of death for His 
name’s sake, although their sufferings 
would not have atoning value, as in the 
case of His. They would know what it 
meant to be hated and persecuted by the 
world that rejected Him, and so would 
taste of His cup and share His baptism. 
This is the portion of all who are en- 
deavoring to be faithful to Him in this 
present age of evil, for it is given unto 
us not only to believe on Him, but to 
suffer for His sake. 

Verse 40—‘“Not mine to give.” Per- 
haps the Authorized Version, with its 
italicized words, somewhat obscures the 
real meaning of the words of Jesus. We 
might rather read it as follows, “To sit 
on my right hand and on my left hand 
is not mine to give except to those for 
whom it is prepared.” That is, He could 
not dispense such favors arbitrarily be- 
cause implored to do so. They could 
only be awarded to those who by devo- 
tion to Himself and His cause had earned 
such recognition. He, of course, refer- 
red not to final salvation, which is purely 
by grace alone, but to the rewards for 
faithful service, which are to be given 
out when He sits upon the judgment 
seat and all His own redeemed ones come 
before Him that they may receive recog- 
nition for their works since they trusted 
Him as Saviour, 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Those who enter the Kingdom of God 
can only do so by coming to Christ in 
the simplicity of a little child; for sal- 
vation is by faith, apart from human 
merit All who thus trust in Him are 
called to yield themselves to God as 
those alive from the dead, and for all 
such there will be rewards according 
to the quality of their service. Envy, 
pride, and worldly ambition should have 
no place in the life of a child of God, 
who is called to unselfish devotion to 
the One who has purchased him with 
His own precious blood. While He will 
reward all faithful servants, yet to ob- 
tain recognition should not be our aim, 
but to glorify Him who has called us to 
be His own.

But if they are old enough to know right 
from wrong, they are old enough to see 
their need of a Saviour. 

Many of the most eminent Christians

It. is sad indeed when Christian leaders 
display a spirit of emulation and are 
envious of the success of their brethren 
or jealous of the attention they receive.

N THE first verse of our chapter, Mark 

10, we have the Lord leaving Caper- 
naum and Galilee, and coming to Judza 
“by the farther side of Jordan,” that is, 
through the territory that is known as 
Perea.

What 
a.memorable journey! The Holy Spirit 
through Mark informs us that “Jesus 
went before them: and they were 
amazeé; and as they followed, they were 
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afraid.” How like Him to take the lead 
in all places and times of danger! 

We know the poet, Cowper, appreci- 
ated this fact, for he wrote: 

The Saviour, what a noble flame 

Was kindled in His breast, 

When, hasting to Jerusalem, 

He march’d before the rest! 

“And they brought young children to 
him, that he should touch them” (Mark 
10:13).—If we were marching to what 
we positively knew was going to be a 
violent death, how much time would we 
give, and how much patience would we 
display toward other people’s children, 
and would it be a benediction which we 
would pronounce over them? “His dis- 
ciples rebuked those that brought them.” 
Possibly the apostles thought that young 
children were too insignificant for the 
Saviour to touch, when He had so much 
of importance on His mind. It is easy 
to criticize the apostles, but it might 
be more profitable to ask, “How would 
I have acted under the circumstances?” 
Too mrny people say with Leo Tolstoy 
in the “Kreutzer Sonata,” “Children are 
a torment and nothing more !” 

“But when Jesus saw it, he was much 
displeased” (v. 14).—“Indignant” is the 
word —and this is the only time this 
word is used of Him. It is: conceivable 
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that the disciples acted as they did out 
of consideration of their Lord’s time, but 
even so, He became indignant over their 
action. No one should put a straw in a 
child’s approach to the Saviour. How 
indignant the Lord must be toward many 
parents today because they do not make 
it their first business to see to it. that 
their children are given the Word of 
God at home, or at Sunday school, or at 
released time classes, or at the Child 
Evangelism Fellowship, or at Bible 
camps. 

I read recently of a son of pious Jew- 
ish parents who frequently saw a large 
crucifix in his village. A figure hung 
on the cross, and over his head were 
four (to him) mysterious letters, 
“I.N.R.I.” His young mind was deeply 
impressed, and he often asked what it 
all meant; but his parents and relatives 
would never enlighten him. It was not 
until he was a grown man that someone 
gave him a copy of the New Testament: 
He was filled with surprise and emotion 
when he read of the crucifixion of 
Christ, and learned that the four letters 
stood for “Jesus of Nazareth, King of 
the Jews” (Latin). From that moment 
he acknowledged the Lord Jesus as his 
King and Redeemer. Why should one's 
childhood and youth pass without hear- 
ing the sweetest of all love stories! 


“Suffer [permit or allow] the. little 
children to come unto me, and forbid 
them not: for of such is the kingdom of 
God” (v. 14).—For almost two thousand 
years those memorable words have been 
the “Charter of the Children’s Rights.” 
There are those who endeavor ‘to limit 
the application of the Saviour’s words 
to children of Christian parents; but that, 
in our estimation, is adding to the Mas- 
ter’s words — which is a thing forbidden. 

“That was a promiscuous gathering,” 
says Dr. Morgan, “those crowds that 
came after Jesus everywhere were made 
up of all sorts and conditions of people, 
and they brought their children. They 
were not carefully selected children, but 
those of the common folk.” 

“Although the root of sin be found in 
the children, nevertheless they were the 
expression of simplicity, of confidence, 
and of the absence of craftiness and of 
the corruption caused by the knowledge 
of the world, of the depravity of nature. 
They present to the heart the simplicity 
of uncorrupted nature, which has not 
learned the deceit of the world. And. the 
Lord being a stranger in the world rec- 
ognizes in them that which His Father 
has created” (J. N. Darby). 


“Whosoever shall not receive the king- 
dom of God as a little child, he shall 
not enter thetein” (v..15).—A child is 
not a destructive critic of the Saviour’s 
invitation — but responds with simplicity 
to His “Come!” A child does not come 
boasting of its own righteousness. All 
who come — regardless of age — in child- 
like simplicity, confidently trusting the 
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Lesson for April 10 


Saviour, enter in. How true, as Whittier 
said: 
We need love’s tender lesson taught 
As only weakness can; 
God hath His small interpreters; 
The child must teach the man. 


“To sit on my right hand and on my 
left hand ... shall be given to them 
for whom it is prepared” (v. 40).—Posi- 
tions of honor in our Lord’s coming 
Kingdom are not given for the asking, 
but are awarded to workers. Salvation 
is by -grace, through faith, without 
works; but rewards are given according 
as a man’s work shall be (Rev. 22:12; 1 
Cor. 3:8; Luke 19:17).

AY, fellows, James and John made a 

misguided request of the Lord, and 
He was so very patient with them. They 
wanted to sit on either side of Him when 
He was enthroned as King. They wanted 
to be preferred above their brethren, 
the other disciples. It is a good example 
of self-willed, self-filled prayer without 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit. Perhaps 
in nothing else are Christians more un- 
wise — yes, at times, positively foolish 
—than they are in prayer. 

Years ago, at a Sunday school conven- 
tion, I heard a young minister pray on 
three successive days, and each time he 
included in his prayer this petition, “And 
Lord, when Thou art done with our serv- 
ice here on earth, grant us that we may 
plant our feet on the blue dome of 
heaven and gather the very stars with 
our hands!” I was startled by this re- 
quest in his prayer the first time; the 
second day when I heard it I was 
amazed; and the third day I had it mem- 
orized and have never forgotten it. 
Often since, I have tried to imagine the 
result if the Lord had granted that 
prayer. Think of what stature one would 
have to attain to in order to stand on 
the blue dome of heaven and gather 
stars! Stars are suns many times larger 
than our earth. How large would our 
hands have to be to gather just a few 
of them? And what in the universe 
would we do with them, having gath- 
ered them? My ! what would that brother 
have done if the Lord had granted his 
prayer? It seems fantastical. Yet it is 
quite possible that we might rush into 
prayer without the Spirit’s guidance and 
make requests which if granted would 
be a serious embarrassment to us, be- 
cause we know so little of what their 
fulfillment might lead to. : 

Fellows, you will never acquire any 
greater possession, you will never re- 
ceive any greater gift or inheritance than 
the privilege of prayer. All the money 
you might make and save, all the prop- 
erty you may own, all the influence and 
Power with men you may exercise will 
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amount to only a bauble compared to 
the priceless privilege of prayer. With 
this vastly more wonderful thing than 
“Aladdin’s Lamp” in your hand, you can 
at any moment, day or night, whisper 
your wish into the ear of Almighty God, 
who has the power to “do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we [can] ask 
or think” (Eph, 3:20). But there is one 
very important thing to remember in 
the exercise of this amazing privilege: 
it must be in accord with the will of 
God. And do not for a moment allow 
yourself to think that is an unfortunate 
limitation. On the contrary, it is an 
expansion of the blessing; for the will 
of God is infinite wisdom. The very 
best, the choicest, the finest in life comes 
to you through the will of God. It may 
not appear so at the moment, because 
you cannot know the future—not one 
hour ahead — but He does; and the pat- 
tern in God’s will for you extends 
through tomorrow, next week, next year, 
and into eternity. He knows just what 
will work out for your heart’s greatest 
happiness. Is it not wonderful that we 
can have Him decide for us! 

And here is where the Holy Spirit 
comes into the picture. He teaches us 
what to ask for—how to pray —if we 
let Him. So the wise thing to do when 
we pray is first to ask Him to indite 
our petitions; then we will make no 
foolish mistake; then our praying will 
really count for something; then we can 
know for a certainty even before we 
pray that our prayer is answered — and 
in the very best way.

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think he was boasting, or do you think 
that was true so far as he knew? Why 
do you think it was true? (“Jesus be- 
holding him loved him.” And He hates 
boasting. I believe that this young man 
had kept these commandments.) 

But this young man did not love God 
with all his heart and soul and strength 
and mind, and his neighbor as himself. 
How did the Lord proceed to show that 
to him? What should he have realized 
when he found that keeping his great 
possessions meant more to him than fol- 
lowing Christ and helping the poor? 
(That he was a sinner in spite of his 
blameless life.) 
out in verse 21? (“One thing thou 
lackest.”) What was it the young man 
lacked? (A Saviour.) Would giving all 
he had to the poor have saved his soul? 
(No, that was the test the Lord used to 
show him his own heart.) 


What four words stand * 
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What is the saddest thing in the story? 
(v. 22.) He went away from Jesus. The 
saddest thing that anyone can do is to 
turn away from Christ. I do hope that 
young mar later came back to Christ 
and was saved, but I do not know. 

I wonder if the Lord Jesus is saying 
to any of you this morning, “One thing 
thou lackest.” Perhaps you are as fine 
a person as the young man who came 
to Jesus that day, but if you have never 
taken Christ as your Saviour it is true 
that you lack the most important thing 
in life. 

Our last story is about the ambitions 
of James and John. It is commonly be- 
lieved that John was the youngest of 
the twelve disciples. Let us read re- 
sponsively verses 35 to 45. What did 
James and John want? Did the Lord 
Jesus promise it to them? How did 
their request make the other, disciples 
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feel? Why were they “much displeased”? 

Then the Lord explained to them how 
greatness is measured in His Kingdom. 
The humblest one, most willing to serve 
the rest, will be the greatest. 

Our Golden Text is one of the most 
touching verses in the Bible. “Even the 
Son of man [the greatest One who ever 
trod this earth] came not to be minis- 
tered unto, but to minister.” Think over 
His life. How many things can you re- 
member that others did for Him? Some- 
one gave Him a pillow. Mary gave Him 
her costly perfume. Then how many 
things can you think of that He did for 
others? What a long list! Truly He 
“came not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister”! Now look at the end of the 
verse, “And to give his life a ransom for 
many.” How simply the Lord Jesus re- 
ferred to His supreme sacrifice! Are 
you one of the many who are “ran- 
somed”? Do you know arything of the 
wonderful love of Jesus? We saw how 
He showed it to the little ones; we saw 
His love reaching out to the young man; 
and we saw His love reaching out to 
minister to others and to give His life 
a ransom for many. His love is calling 
every one of you this morning. Do you 
know that wonderful love? 

Garabaldi, the liberator of Italy, asked 
some young men at a street corner to 
enlist in his army. “What do you offer?” 
they said. Garibaldi replied, “I offer 
you hardship, hunger, rags, thirst, sleep- 
less nights, privations innumerable, and 
victory in the noblest cause that ever 
asked you.” Young Italy followed him. 

The Lord Jesus is asking today for 
volunteers in His army. His is a far 
greater cause, and He is a far more glo- 
rious Captain. He is asking for young 
people who are willing to sacrifice all 
for Him, and His service. He needs 
missionaries who will go to the ends of 
the earth with His blessed Gospel. He 
needs young people willing to do the 
hardest, most unpleasant tasks for love 
of Him. But victory is assured, and the 
reward is certain.

Topic and Scripture: 
Jesus Takes Time To Be Friendly 
(Mark 10:13, 14, 16, 46-52) 

“ W! I can’t be bothered with him,” 

growled Jim when Mother asked 
if he would take Little Brother along 
on his trip downtown Saturday morn- 
ing. Did you ever say anything like 
that? 

The Lord Jesus really was busy. He 
was on the last trip to Jerusalem with 
the cross waiting for Him there. Peo- 
ple kept coming with questions to ask 
Him. There was still so much to teach 
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His disciples. Among the crowds were 
many sick or injured people who wanted 
help. Then came a “bunch of kids,” 
“little kids,” you would call them. Their 
mothers wanted the Lord Jesus to touch 
them and pray for them. The disciples 
told those mothers to take the little ones 
right away and not bother Jesus with 
them. When the Lord saw it, He was 
“much displeased.” Yes, indeed, He did 
have time for the little ones! He 
wanted them. He took them up in His 
arms, He put His hands on their heads. 
and prayed God’s blessing on them. (Of 
course, you will have a large picture 
for this familiar story.) 

Do you suppose those little boys and 
girls grew up to be better big boys and 
girls because the Lord Jesus stopped to 
love them and pray for them? He came 
to help people, even the very little peo- 
ple. This is the way He Himself. said 
it, “The Son of man came not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister” (Mark 
10:45, Memory Verse). And He told His 
disciples they were to be like that, too. 
How do you think the Lord Jesus treated 
His younger brothers and sisters and 
other “little kids’ when He was a boy 
Himself? How does He want you to 
treat them now? 

Another day when great crowds of 
people were traveling along with the 
Lord on the way to Jerusalem, a blind 
man was sitting by the side of the road 
to beg money of the people going by. 
I suppose he heard the hubbub of the 
crowd and asked about it. Someone said 
that Jesus of Nazareth was coming along. 
Then the blind man began to shout, 
“Jesus . .. have mercy on me.” People 
told him to keep still. But not he! He 
wanted Jesus to help him and make 
him see. The Lord Jesus was not too 
busy to stop and be kind. And what do 
you think the Lord did for him? Yes, 
just what he asked. And then, he, too, 
followed the Lord Jesus. 

Lead the children to consider how they 
can follow the Lord in ministering to 
someone. In small Sunday schools where 
Juniors and little children are together, 
the Juniors may help the little tots with 
their wraps and rubbers as they arrive 
and leave Sunday school. The Juniors 
might choose to entertain a class of Pri- 
maries for an Easter party. Let them 
take all the responsibility of which they 
are capable in planning decoration, and 
games, and making the refreshments. 

Is there a hospital with a children’s 
ward near enough to be visited? Prob- 
ably there are youngsters whose parents 
cannot get in for calling hours. An adult 
and a child might take a gift (an Easter 
basket or a puzzle, not necessarily new 
— but complete) and spend a little while 
with a lonesome child. Consult the 
hurse in charge. Explaining to the child 
why you have come gives opportunity 
to tell of the Lord Jesus and the chil- 
dren and of His love for ali children. 

There may be an elderly or handicap- 

~Ped-person in the community who needs 
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willing hands and feet and hearts for 
chores, or errands, or companionship. 

Have the class choose an appropriate 
picture for the Memory Verse. It will 
probably be one of the Lord Jesus and 
the children, or of the Lord healing. The 
picture chosen last Sunday may be 
shown to recall the Memory Verse and 
the story for last week.

beautiful incidents in the life of our 
Lord, the blessing of the children and 
the healing of blind Bartimzus. Use 
yellow for your strip with the Memory 
Verse, “Suffer the little children to come 
unto me.” 

Can’t you see the picture? Jesus was 
teaching the crowds of people who fol- 
lowed Him everywhere He went. How 
tired He must have been because they 
crowded Him so. But He always loved 
them and taught them. In the crowds 
that came, there must have been many 
little children, for they didn’t have 
“baby-sitters” in those days, they took 
the children with them. 


And one day some loving mothers, 
or fathers, brought their little ones to 
Jesus that He might just touch them. 
That was not according to the plans of 
the disciples, and they began to edge 
the little ones and their parents away. 
They scolded them. I can just hear 
Peter saying, “The Master has no time 
to bother with little children. He has 
a great work. He is preaching to you 
men and women. Keep the children 
out of the way.” 

You wouldn’t believe it, but I heard 
a great preacher say almost that in a 
meeting one day. ~The church was 
crowded, and’ a baby cried out just a 
little, and the mother began to get up 
to take it out. But the preacher didn’t 
give her a chance to get away without 
a scolding. “Take that child out! The 
idea of bringing a baby to a place like 
this where I am trying to reach people 
for Christ.” I don’t. need to tell you he 
didn’t reach anybody that day, for he 
was not doing what the Lord Jesus 
would have done. 


Isn’t it wonderful that the Lord Jesus 
Christ loved little children so much that 
He rebuked His disciples, was very dis- 
pleased with them, and laid His hands 
on the children and blessed them, even 
took them up in His arms? How happy 
those fathers and mothers must have 
been! And He still loves every one 
of the children in the world just as 
much, no matter what color they are. 
Jesus loves the little children of the 
world, and He is still saying to them, 
“Suffer the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not.” And woe to 
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The Blind Woman Saw.

Jesus said it would have been 
better if he had been drowned in the 
sea. 

Soon after this, Jesus and His disci- 
ples were walking out from the city of 
Jericho, and a great crowd of people 
were going along with them. A blind 
man sat by the side of the road beg- 
ging. We don’t know much about beg- 
gars in this country, but in Oriental 
countries begging is a business, and there 
are thousands who are engaged in it. 
Beggars may be seen everywhere you go. 

This blind man asked somebody what 
the crowd was about. He could hear 
the tramp of many feet. When he was 
told that Jesus of Nazareth was passing 
by, he began to cry out as loud as he could 
shout, “Jesus, thou son of David, have 
mercy on me.” And, of course, people 
began to tell him to keep still. But he 
wouldn’t be still. This was his one 
chance to be healed. He had heard of 
the miracles of Jesus. He was not go- 
ing to be hushed, so he shouted louder 
still. 

And in all that crowd, the Lord Jesus 
heard him, and He stood still, and called 
for him. Then a kind person said to 
blind Bartimzus, “Be of good cheer, He 
is calling for you.” He was in such a 
hurry to get to Jesus that he threw off 
his coat and ran. 

Jesus asked him, “What is it you want 
of Me?” 

Bartimeeus. answered, “Lord, that I 
might receive my sight.” 4 

Then Jesus said unto him, “Go thy 
way; thy faith hath made thee whole.” 
And right then and there, he could see. 

What did he do? Why, followed Jesus, 
of course. Wouldn’t you follow one who 
had given you your sight? Did you ever 
think how awful it must be to be blind? 
In our church there is a man who lost 
his sight several years ago. He was 
superintendent of schools, and a man 
who loved books and study. Now all he 
can see is light and dark. But he is 
always happy and cheerful. Why? Be- 
cause he knows and loves the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and he knows Jesus loves him, 
too. Jesus could heal him, too, if it 
were God’s will, but for some reason 
we do not know, it is God’s will for him 
to be blind, and he accepts it as God’s 
will, and is happy and sweet about it. 

Which is the greater miracle, blind 
Bartimzus being given sight, or this man 
being given a sweet, happy acceptance 
of his blindness?

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Paid for Tasting. —Whosoever shall not 
receive the kingdom of God as a little 
child, he shall not enter therein (Mark 10: 
15). The Rio Syrup Company plant at St. 
Louis, Mo., advertised for a “taste jury” 
of eight youngsters, six to sixteen years 
old. The result was the longest line of 
job-seekers since the leanest depression 
days, and extra police had to be called 
out to handle the line. The children 
were to be paid sixty-five cents an hour 
to eat ice cream sundaes every Satur- 
day and approve or disapprove of the 
syrup toppings made by the company. 
Company officers figured there would be 
about five hundred applicants, but the 
number who appeared were about two 
thousand. However, the applicants who 
failed to win would not lose out alto- 
gether, for during their interviews each 
applicant was to try eight different 
flavors while company officials noted 
their “taste aptitudes.” It is easy to 
understand why thousands of youngsters 
would apply for jobs at which they were 
paid for eating ice cream sundaes. But 
it is very difficult to understand why 
more people do not desire the experience 
of tasting something vastly superior to 
ice cream’ For thousands of years the 
appeal has been going out to “taste and 
see that the Lord is good” (Psa. 34:8); 
but multitudes fail to respond. Their 
failure cannot be due to price, for in- 
stead of charging, the Lord actually pays 
tasters! He pays them by forgiving their 
sins, by the gift of eternal life, by im- 
parting His Spirit as Comforter, and 
causing them to rejoice in the hope of 
the glory of God, as well as in many 
other ways.——From Tom M. Olson, in 
“Now.”

F YOU will read carefully the two 

Scripture portions assigned for our 
prayer meeting this week, and the daily 
Scripture readings for the week, you 
will see that the word “church,” as used 
in this week’s topic, does not refer to 
some particular or individual church, 
nor does it refer to some denomination, 
such as the Baptist,-or Presbyterian, or 
Methodist, or Lutheran groups. Its 
meaning is far more inclusive than any 
or all of these. In the Greek in which 
the New Testament is written, the word 
“church” means literally, “called out 
ones,” and it should remind us that its 
members are “called ... out of dark- 
ness into his marvellous light” (1 Pet. 
2:9). All, in this age of grace, who are 
true believers on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and who have accepted Him as their 
Saviour are members of His true Church, 
regardless of what particular denomina- 
tional label they may carry. Conversely, 
membership in a Christian denomination 
does not guarantee membership in the 
true Church — only saving faith in Christ 
can do this, 

we 

Notice from our first Scripture portion 
that the true Church has an Author or 
Founder. The Lord Jesus said, “I will 
build my church” (Matt. 16:18) —not 
“a church,” or “the church,” but “my 
church.” It is His very own and as such 
He loves it and gave Himself for it 
(Eph. 5:25). 

we 

The true Church has a sure and un- 
shakeable foundation. It is not Peter 
(petros), the “little rock,” as the Ro- 
manists would have us believe, but Petra, 
the “great rock,” Christ Himself, as 
Peter tells us (1- Pet. 2:4-9). It was 
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Peter’s testimony that the Lord Jesus 
was “the Christ, the Son of the living 
God” that brought forth the Lord’s state. 
ment concerning His Church in our first 
Scripture portion (Matt. 16:16). 


The true Church is made up of many 
members, all fitted or knitted compactly 
together. It is not ari organization, but 
a living organism, of which Christ is the 
head and from whom the life flows to 
and through each individual member. 
In one case individuals that make up 
the true Church are called “lively [liv- 
ing] stones,” as of a building (1 Pet. 
2:5). In another, they are referred to as 
“members,” or “parts,” as of a body (Rom, 
12:4, 5; 1 Cor. 12:12-31).

The true Church is enlarged, or made 
to grow, by the Lord Himself (Acts 2: 
47). If you have recently conducted 
or helped in an evangelistic compaign, 
as suggested by the last five topics, you 
may have mistakenly thought that you 
were adding members to the Church of 
Christ. True you were having a part 
in helping certain individuals to know 
Him, through your testimony and your 
use of the Scriptures. But only He can 
cause a person to become a member of 
His body and be united to His Church.

The true Church has a glorious des- 
tiny. Using another simile, Paul writes 
to the Ephesians that the Lord Jesus is 
now cleansing and refining His Church, 
and that one day He will return and 
present it to Himself, “without spot, or 
wrinkle, or any such thing” (Eph. 5:27) 
as a glorious bride to be with Him for- 
ever. Truly we have good reason to 
say, on the authority of the Lord Jesus 
Himself, “I believe in Christ’s Church.” 
Let us rejoice in our privilege of being 
a member of it, and let us do all we 
can to make Him known.

forces against Communism unless North- 
ern Ireland is turned over to them. 

“Catholics are out to destroy Ulster 
with all their might,” says Sir Basil 
Brooke, the Ulster Premier. There is 
little danger. An English statesman, 
Mr. L. S. Amery, tells the Protestant 
North, “No government in the United 
Kingdom, whatever its complexion, 
would listen for a moment to that pre- 
posterous claim.” 

Winston Churchill says: “But for the 
loyalty of Northern Ireland the light 
which now shines so strongly throughout 
the world would have been quenched.” 
Certainly the government of Southern 
Ireland showed itself no friend of free- 
dom by its conduct in the last war. 

Later advices report that the Eire 
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Government ordered collections in all 
churches for an election campaign fund 
for use in Ulster. This included Prot- 
estant as well as Catholic. However, it 
packfired in that the report of the man- 
uever only brought out a heavier vote 
in the Northern counties—Ernest Gor-

Morning and Evening. Daily Devotions 
by Charles H. Spurgeon; condensed and 
edited by David Otis Fuller. (Zonder- 
van Pub. House, Grand Rapids 2, Mich., 
$2.50.) Spurgeon’s writing is marked by 
a flowing, picturesque, literary style and 
a deep insight into Scripture. In his 
published sermons and other books 
(eight of which Dr. Fuller has now con- 
densed), one finds that rare combination 
of masterly English, sound doctrine, and 
real spiritual food. Here are brief medi- 
tations on Bible texts for every day in 
the year. Each of the 365 pages bears 
the day of the month at the top, and the 
morning and evening readings each oc- 
cupy a half page. The texts are seem- 
ingly picked at random from all parts 
of the Bible, and are not given in the 
Bible order. Here are just a few sam- 
ples of the great preacher’s comments: 
“We need winds and tempests to exer- 
cise our faith, to tear off the rotten 
bough of self-dependence, and to root 
us more firmly in Christ” (April 29). 
“The devil I am to-resist, and he will 
flee from me, but the lusts of the flesh 
I must flee, or they will surely over- 
come me” (July 25). “It may seem an 
easy thing to wait, but it is one of the 
postures which a Christian soldier learns 
not without years of teaching. March- 
ing and quick-marching are much easier 
to God’s warriors than standing still” 
(August 30). “I trust Him for what He 
is, for what He has done, and for what 
He has promised yet to do” (October 7). 
This volume will make a good com- 
panion for the Christian’s first waking 
moments and his last thoughts at night. 


The Pursuit of God. By A. W. Tozer. 
(Christian Publications, Inc., Harrisburg, 
Pa., $1.50.) Here is a very earnest at- 
tempt to call Christian people from a 
life of hurry and bustle and occupation 
‘with mere things to a more restful, 
trustful, God-centered life. These ten 
chapters have some of the qualities of 
the older devotional writers, who had 
learned the secret of “looking unto 
Jesus.” Even the titles are thought- 


provoking, as for instance, “The Bless- 
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édness of Possessing Nothing,” “The 
Universal Presence,” “The Gaze of the 
Soul,” “Meekness and Rest.” There is 
a text at the head of each, and a sim- 
ple, direct prayer at the end, which helps 
the reader to apply to his own life the 
deep and heart-searching message he 
has just read. One prayer says: “O God, 
be Thou exalted over my possessions. 
... Over my friendships . . . above my 
comforts ... over my reputation, Make 
me ambitious to please Thee even if as 
a result I must sink into obscurity and 
my name be forgotten as a dream.” 
Writing of meekness, Mr. Tozer analyzes 
our burdens: “First, there is the bur- 
den of pride .. . the burden of pretense 

. another source of burden is arti- 
ficiality. . . . There is no release from 
our burden apart from the meekness of 
Christ.” The book is stimulating, and 
there are many things worth remember- 
ing, such as these: “Believing, then, is 
directing the heart’s attention to Jesus 
... faith is the least self-regarding of 
the virtues .. . while we are looking at 
God we do not see ourselves — blessed 
riddance.”

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circulation of the Bible from land to 
land, from dialect to dialect, until the 
whole earth is being covered. 

The story of the spark’ begins with 
Carey who, when the Governor-General 
of India asked him if he had not begun 
life as a shoemaker, replied, “Not even 
a shoemaker, Excellency, only -a cob- 
bler.” The little flame he started, how- 
ever, now compasses all India. The new 
Bible Society of India and Ceylon is 
the latest tongue of fire. So with China, 
When Morrison left London to take ship 
for New York, it took 109 days to cross 
the Atlantic. It was a death-crime for a 
Chinese to help a foreigner translate 
anything into the sacred Chinese lan- 
guage, and Morrison’s helpers used to 
carry poison to be used in case of dis- 
covery. Nevertheless, in a little over 
twelve years, Morrison had completed 
the translation of the entire Bible, liy- 
ing all the while in concealment. That 
was a spark, if a glowing one! Last 
year, all the Bible societies adopted a 
“China program for five years.” This 
will entail the distribution of a million 
Bibles, a million New Testaments, and 
ten million Bible portions! 

An agent writes: “A Chinese Chris- 
tian came to my office and said: ‘I must 
have at least a hundred Bibles. I am 
preaching to the Higher School of Arts 
tonight and shall need them all, for 
Bibles are being sold to them at the rate 
of 500 copies per month.’ 

“The number of young men and 
women entering the church is really as- 
tounding. With very little outside help 
these young people join together for 
Bible reading and fellowship and go 
out to win others to the Saviour.” 

So it goes over the whole earth, here 
a faint spark, there a prodigious out- 
burst of flame. “I am come to send fire 
on the earth.” This report tells us some- 
thing of fire on five continents, a light 
to lighten the Gentiles, kindling hearts, 
burning up sin, energizing spiritual 
movements, serving as beacon fires to 
bring men into the Kingdom. 


The Case Against Modernism. By Ches- 
ter E. Tulga, D.D. (The Conservative 
Baptist Fellowship, 352 Wellington Ave., 
Chicago 14; 25 cents, paper.) Within the 
sixty pages of this valuable little com- 
pendium is given about all one needs to 
know regarding the controversy which 
is splitting the churches. It is incisive, 
orderly, and clearly thought out. One 
valuable feature is the wide quotation 
from enemy sources. In most current 
treatises on the subject occur the same 
excerpts from Fosdick and Buttrick, 
again and again. Mr. Tulga throws his 
net more widely and draws in all kinds 
of strange fish. Thus Professor James 
B. Pratt, an extreme radical, says of 
Fundamentalists, “One respects their 
doctrine for its clarity and its honesty.” 
Of their Modernist opponents, on the 
other hand, he remarks: “They have 
an extraordinary appetite for paradox 
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and a fondness for using familiar Eng- 
lish words in an unusual and, to most 
unwary readers, misleading sense, They 
invent ever more extreme and snappy 
paradoxes. These are the fireworks 
with which they celebrate their Declara- 
tion of Independence from the restric- 
tions of reason.” 

This feature of the book indicates the 
course that attack on Modernism should 
take. Quotation from theological: liber- 
als cannot be questioned. At times, it 
is so shameful as to be worth more than 
any comment for convincing the church 
of today. of what a viper is hiding in 
its bosom,
